Doctors at Parkland Hospital 
have captained that early and 
conflicting reports were owing 
to the fact that they could not 
make a detailed examination of 
the President’s wounds. 

The President’s body was ly- 
ing face up from the lime he 
was brought to Parkland until 
the time the body was removed. 
Dr. Malcolm O. Perry said. As 
a result, only throat and head 
wounds were Initially reported.

Close exami- 
nation has disclosed, however, 
that the: damage was not the 
result of a shot fired from in 
front of the car.

The entire procedure— firing 
the rifle, running to the second 
floor and then out of the build- 
ing, a bus and taxi trip to Oak 
Cliff and a chase that ended at 
the TexAs Theater— has been 
timed by’ the Secret Service and 
the FJB.I. So far as possible, 
they have duplicated conditions 
on the day of the assassination, 
they have allowed extra time 
for the crowds on Nov. 22. The 
reconstructions demonstrated 
that Oswald had ample time for 
the action ascribed to him.

A photograph found In l he 
Paine garhge In Irving allegedly 
showed Oswald with both wea- 
pons and holding topics of The 
Militant and The Worker.

Mrs. Paine’s hus- 
band, i Michael, has been shown 
an, enlargement of this photo- 
graph by investigators.

Investigators say that he Was 
turned down by both the Cuban 
Foreign Ministry and the So- 
viet Coniulato in Mexico City 
when he tried to get entrnncp 
visas for the two countries late 
last September.

Every ‘ report has been 
thoroughly cheeked and dJLs- 
credlted^L-'thst other figures 
were seen with weapons at the 
depository windows; that fig- 
ures were seen fleeing across 
the overpass near the alte of j 
the assassination; that Oswald 
arrived lz\ Mextoo with two men 
and a woman. At this time, there 
Is nelthet evidence nor a prom- 
ising lead'that would Indicate an 
accomplice or conspiracy. 

Whaf motive did Oswald have 
for killing President Kennedy t 

He had] no known motive. His 
wife recalled that he had de- 
nounced former MaJ. Gen. Edwin 
A. Walker as an "extremist" 
when ah# was trying to learn 
why he had allegedly fired a 
shot at the retired officer early' 
last spring. 

About President Kennedy, 


however. Oswald appeared to 
have no strong feelings. He had 
told Michael Pnlno that, nl* 
though he dlsngrecd with some 
of .the President’s policies, he 
thmlght that Mr. Kennedy was- 
dolng\ "a pretty good Joh” on 
civil Hghts. 

Martha Oswald liked ihe 


President and his family and 
thought Oswald shared her feel- 
ings. 1 

Oswald had written to Mr. 
Connally when he was Secre- 
tary of, the Navy to protest the,' 
undesirable dlschargs the Ma- 
rine Coq»a guv* him after his 
defection to Russia. Them hu.i 
h.-«*n speculation ihnt Oswald 


was trying- to kill only Mr. <’..n- 
nally.
